Althougt the weather has been, favorable to open 


loads for tho last few weeks and general traffic has not 
been delayed to any great .extent, the necessity for the 
county board to make some provision for clearing snow 
from highways is-just as great as thgugh. we had been 
compelled to fight snow drifts since winter began, 


Tho board has tho opportunity, under the. state law, 


to provide funds for keeping the highways open and 
should not adjourn without taking action on the matter. 
The law is plain in,that it is the duty of the board to 
•provide these funds. > If it falls to do so it will be up to 
tho town or village units to foot the bills. 


Keeping the roads clear Is of interest-to all the tax- 


payers of tho county and it would seem reasonable that 
tho expense be spread over the entire county. 


Tho argument that tho' old methods of transporta- 


tion aro adequate will not hold in these days of prog- 
ress, and necessity for greato'r speed in getting products 
of tho farm and the cities from one point to another. 
Automobiles havo come to stay. 'The amount of money 
Invested, in these vehicles in Rock county is enormous, 
•with tho prospects of many thousands being added this 
year. It Is poor business to keep these vehicles tied up 
'part o£ tho year because of closed roads. 


It has been proven that the roads can be kept open 


at small.expense in comparison to the benefits -which 


- would result. 
In our own county small stretches of 


highways have been kept open by individual* this year 
and those who did the work and those who have used 
tha roads have been satisfied with five endeavors. 


An interesting discussion of the subject is given in 


a recent Issue of "The Power Wagon," a monthly publi- 
tiitlon. It follows in-part: 
. 


"The larger part of the tonnagei of all railroads' is 


transported over highways in part of, its course of dis- 
tribution. 
A highway is built for utilitarian purposes 


only. Because of this a road repair is .necessary. 
If 


highways arc to be 100 percent efficient,' it is veri 
essential thab the traffic be not obstructed by snow- 
Mali, parcel post and express service is as important in 
•winter as sumxuer. The transportation of coal and othei 
fuel is more Important in winter than in summer and 
upon main market roads and mail routes it is just as 
essential-to have them free from s'now as it is for rail- 
road tracks to be free from snow. 


"There must be a method and organization for re- 


pair, maintenance and the removal of snow or other ob- 


• structlons at the same time the road io open for traffic. 


Tho some state highway organization which is used for 
maintenance and repair should be used for snow re- 
moval. 
If there were little or no demand for traffic 


during snow weather, tho cost of. snow removal would 
be justified anyway. 
If snow be permtited to melt on 


tho roadbed it tends to soften the subgrade and loosen 
tlie base under the wearing" surface.' Evidences of these 
damages may be seen, after heavy snows late in the 
winter and early springtime. 
If snow is not removed 


on a'trunlc highway, the traffic will gradually break its 
•way through when thaw begins. 
The traffic will create
